ELVIS PLAYS MOVIE STAR AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

Shake , Rattle & Roll ‘Em: Elvis on Film 

Wednesday evenings, 7:30 pm, September 6-27, 1995 

Admission $4, $3 CMA members. 


Contrary to popular opinion, not all of Elvis Presley’s 33 feature films were bad. In the series 
Shake, Rattle, and Roll ’Em: Elvis on Film, the Cleveland Museum of Art presents four of the 
best ones, which demonstrate that even when stuck in the most prosaic of professions Elvis can 
find a reason to burst into song and start dancing. Elvis plays a singing and dancing prison inmate 
in Jailhouse Rock, a singing and dancing nightclub entertainer in King Creole, a singing and 
dancing half-breed in Flaming Star, and a singing and dancing racecar driver who takes a job as a 
singing and dancing waiter in Viva Las Vegas. Along the way, the audience gets to hear a good 
helping of Presley hits.

A 
New Orleans nightclub singer runs afoul of gang- 
sters in this version of Harold Robbins’ A Stone for 
Danny Fisher. Preceded by Trouble (USA, 1995), 
an animated short by local filmmaker Jim Mariano. 


Wed/20 Sept, 7:30 pm Flaming Star, USA, 1960, 
color, 101 min. Directed by Don Siegel, with Elvis 
Presley, Barbara Eden, and Steve Forrest. Action- 
packed western about a half-breed caught between 
Indians and settlers. Rare scope print! “Far and 
away Presley’s best film.” -Time Out Film Guide. 

Wed/27 Sept, 7:30 pm Viva Las Vegas, USA, 
1964, color, 86 min. Directed by George Sidney, 
with Elvis Presley and Ann-Margret. A race car 
driver takes a job as a singing waiter in this lively, 
glitzy musical. Projected from laserdisc 
(letterboxed).
